During the second year the edict 


is quoted as saying, the campaign is 
to be conducted to the end that 
•from May 1, 1937, there shall not 
remain a single bouse of prayer in 
Soviet territory. The very concept 
of 'God' will be expelled from the 
So\iet Union as an instrument to 
oppress the working masses." 


From 1933, there is to be organ- 


ized a drive against religion in the 
home and in the old convents, the 
correspondent sajs. "By October,' 
he adds, "it is expected that all So- 
viet institutions will be *purified' 
through the absence of persons hold- 
ing religions beliefs. 
The print- 


Ing of religious books, brochures and 
reviews for the use of religions bod- 
ies will be rigorously forbidden. The 
preparation of objects necessary to 
religious worship will be punished 
with extreme severity. Special at- 
tention win be given to the inculca- 
tion of Intelligent • irreligion into 
the psychology .of the masses.* 
Among tlie^ things to be used are 
atheistic fittns; of whk* at least 150 
have already been created. 


"During the third year greater ac- 


tivity is to be organized in atheistic 
groups. 
During that year all who 


give religious Instruction who shall 
not have renounced their religious 
posts are to be erpelled from Soviet 
territory. 


"During the 
fourth 
year an 


churches, synagogues and houses of 
prayer are to be put in the hands 
of official institutions for the organ- 
ization in these buildings of cine- 
mas, clnbs and 'other means of en- 
lightened entertainment.' 


"During the fifth and final year, 


the previously achieved results In 
the struggle against religions men- 
tality will be consolidated and de- 
veloped.''
